Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121:

Claims 1-5, 17, drawn to a remote control indicating progress status, classified in 



class 340, subclass 999. 

II. Claims 6-10, drawn to interactive television system for watching television 
programs, classified in class 725, subclass 40. 

III. Claims 1 1-16, 19, drawn to electronic commerce, classified in class 705, subclass 



IV. Claim 18, drawn to a mouse, classified in class 345, subclass 163. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
